A member of staff will unlock the 
trolley.

Rightly or wrongly I have avoided 
the public debate on Tesco, however 
your August edition leading letter 
cannot remain unchallenged. Let me 
start by saying I would not know Mr 
Boughton-Fox from a Tesco trolley 
but he did make some very valid 
points. 


Firstly, if someone needs convey- 
ance for his/her purchases, and I am 
sure we all will at some point, let the 
individual concerned provide it. 


The act of removing a trolley from 
the supermarket precincts denies its 
use to other shoppers, for whom they 
are provided. The ongoing cost of re- 
placement of all those “absent” trol- 
leys, at hundreds of pounds per trol- 
ley, is an expense which works its 
way through to all our shopping 
costs. Likewise, all those trolleys 
discarded by thoughtless individuals 
to obstruct and litter our footpaths 
and grass area’s; if anyone doubts 
this, walk along the watercourse 
which bisects the village - now hid- 
den by new growth are some 12 -14 
of the things. 


Lets us have a “coin in the handle” 
system. I’m sure Mr Smart would 
agree a refundable £1 for such con- 
venience is value for money. Few, if 
any, will discard their coin bearing 
carts and the official Tesco excuse 
that it will encourage vandals does 
not hold water; even those individu- 
als will soon work out that trolleys 
in the holding areas offer no “quick 
quids”.

The allotments are very productive 
this year; we might all complain of the 
extremes of weather but the 1999 cli- 
mate seems to bring out the best in the 
Bar Hill soil. Allotment holders clearly 
like the return of good organic food for 
their voluntary, but hard, labour and it 
occurs to me that other life forms ben- 
efit too. During my work on the allot- 
ment I have seen butterflies (Peacock, 
Red Admiral, Meadow Brown, Orange 
Tip, Small Heath, Blues and 
Gatekeeper), moths (Burmets, Cinnabar, 
Silver Y and Orange Underwing), birds 
(Woodpecker, Partridge and Meadow 
Pipit) and animals (grass-snakes, frogs, 
voles, mice and moles - some of which 
live under my plot). The moles uproot 
an occasional plant but the damage is 
insignificant and probably a small price 
to pay for their work in consuming slimy 
(and otherwise) plant pests. 


Passers-by might well consider the 
allotments to be untidy, but we like to 
leave unused areas alone for the well- 
being of small creatures. They need 
somewhere to feed and breed and are 
barred from many gardens, the ‘mani- 
cured’ public areas and particularly the 
monocultural farmland around the Vil- 
lage.

Working for Wildlife 


At this time of year on our nature 
reserves most inhabitants are franti- 
cally preparing for their winter sur- 
vival, 


However, this is not the only ac- 
tivity to be found around and about 
the reserves. It is about now that war- 
dens are sharpening tools and volun- 
teers are polishing boots in anticipa- 
tion of the work season ahead. 


By working through the winter, 
trees can be coppiced with no dan- 
ger to nesting birds and the lack of 
foliage also improves visibility and ~ 
safety. Scrub can be cleared with no 
damage to butterflies, there should be - 
no mammals with young and all the 
wildflowers will have set seed. 

The work parties are an ideal way 
to get out and experience the coun- 
tryside while providing valuable help 
for local wildlife. The groups are very 
informal and friendly and the work 
can be as hard or gentle as each indi- 
vidual desires. The work can involve 
anything from putting up fencing, 
coppicing trees, and pond surveying 
to counting flowers. 

Tea breaks are frequent and the 
kettle is usually on the boil, equip- 
ment is provided and a great sense of 
achievement is guaranteed.

‘A Stitch in Time’ 


An exhibition of Samplers from 1760 to the present 
10th June - 30th Sept. 

How many people today find it a struggle to sew on a button or darn a sock? Quite a large proportion of the 
population! This new exhibition demonstrates the beautiful and intricate needlework done by people in the past. 

The Museum has a wonderful collection of samplers. The girls who made them come alive for us today because 
they stitched their names and ages on them. Some of them were as young as nine and came from local villages, like 
Melbourn and Comberton. 

Samplers were originally made in the 16th century as a means of copying different stitches for reference, but had 
become more elaborate by the 18th century, often including verses and pictures. Victorian samplers are often 
decorated with colourful alphabets, as many were completed by girls at school to demonstrate their sewing skills. 

Curator of the Folk Museum, Cameron Hawke-Smith, says: ‘Everyone will be astonished by the quality of the 
craftsmanship and the design of these examples. Weeks of work, often by candlelight, went into these simple 
pictures in thread.’
